The existence 
of this type of research organization 
also provides the government with a 
permanent establishment equipped 
to conduct economic analyses and 
Studies in specific fields upon 
request. 


e The Council also endeavours to 


educate and inform the Canadian 
public on economic problems and 
possible solutions by making its 
research and recommendations 
known to the media and to individuals 
and groups involved in the discussion 
of public policy.

The Community 

Economic-Development Approach 

From the Bottom Up examines the experience of 
community-based economic-development initia- 
tives in Canada. It highlights the business orienta- 
tion adopted by many local development organi- 
zations (_DOs) and shows how this can play a 
positive role in local communities’ efforts to break 
out of situations of economic stagnation and de- 
pendency.

New Faces in the Crowd presents a new and 
surprising perspective on the economic effects of 
immigration.

In particular, per capita income gains for the host 
community are very small, and immigrants do not 
take jobs away from Canadians. The smallness of 
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the economic effects leads the Council to put 
considerable weight on political, social, and hu- 
manitarian considerations in evaluating the right 
direction for future policy. The social impact of a 
changing mix of immigration, now that immigrants 
come increasingly from non-traditional sources in 
Asia, Africa, and the Caribbean, is extensively. 

The Council assesses both the greater 
risks of social friction that this changing mix might 
entail, and the value of the enhanced diversity 
associated with it. Weighing all four factors, eco- 
nomic, political, social, and humanitarian, the 
Council opts for a considerable expansion of im- 
migration, but argues that it should be phased in 
very gradually. It offers a recommendation on how 
to do this, and ten others aimed at supporting it by 
ensuring harmonious integration of immigrants 
into the Canadian community.

Pulling Together 

Productivity, Innovation, and Trade 

Pulling Together looks at Canada’s ability to main- 
tain and improve its current high standard of liv- 
ing.

They feel that the 
foundations of their economic prosperity have 
been shifting and their economic future is now 
less secure than it once was. Many are finding it 
difficult to sustain their current living standards, let 
alone achieve the advances that used to come 
easily.

Canadian 
borrowers have used international financial mar- 
kets extensively; however, Canadian banks and 
securities dealers have suffered a loss of market 
share.

Employment in the 

Service Economy 

This report presents the Economic Council’s re- 
search on the growth of the service economy and 
its implications for employment. It details and 
extends the analysis highlighted in Good Jobs, 
Bad Jobs, a Statement released by the Economic 
Council in 1990. Employment in the Service 
Economy begins with an examination of service 
industries, the factors behind their growth, and 
linkages between services and the goods sector. 
The report then focuses on how the labour market 
is being redefined as employment is increasingly 
concentrated in services: the adjustment prob- 
lems facing certain groups, the growth of “non- 
standard” jobs, trends in the skill content of work, 
the increasing importance of education and train- 
ing, and the polarization of earnings. It concludes 
with a set of policy recommendations put forward 
by the Economic Council to enhance job creation 
and maximize the contribution of Canada’s human 
resources in the changing environment.

Economic and Social Impacts of 
Immigration 

Recent falls in the birth rate have raised the ques- 
tion of whether immigration should be increased 
in order to sustain population growth. In the Re- 
search Report Economic and Social Impacts of 
Immigration, the Council addresses this question, 
and the more general issue of the advantages 
and disadvantages of immigration. Positive effects 
are found on per capita income for the host com- 
munity, through scale effects and an easing of the 
burden of paying for future care of the elderly, but 
the gains are very small. At the same time, an 
often-expressed fear about immigration, that it 
Causes unemployment, is found to be largely 
groundless. The report also investigates whether 
Canada is tolerant enough to accept more immi- 
gration without risk of racial frictions, given that a 
majority of immigration now originates from Asia, 
Africa and the Caribbean. The results are very 
encouraging. Prejudice, though still too high, has 
been decreasing, and is notably lower in commu- 
nities with high proportions of visible minorities. 
The question of how to manage increasing diver- 
sity is also examined, and the multiculturalism 
approach generally receives high marks. Bearing 
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in mind both the economic and social impacts of 
immigration, and the gains for the immigrants 
themselves, the Council concludes that everyone 
can benefit from more immigration, provided it is 
phased in slowly. It recommends a gradual build- 
up to 1 per cent of the Canadian population per 
annum by the year 2015.
